Romulus takes 
flood woes to feds

“For the last 12 years Romu¬ 
lus has been studying ways to 
dispose of floodwaters so that 
potentially developable lands in 
the city could be developed,’’ 
says Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

“We’ve been plagued by in¬ 
sufficient drainage, which 
leaves us with numerous ponds 
and lagoons.’’_ 

“Who’s to say 
what the magnet 
will be to attract 
economic develop¬ 
ers to Romulus?

Last thursday, April 28. McA¬ 
nally went to Washington, D.C., 
looking for answers, along with 
representatives from Huron 
Township (Supervisor A.J. 
Haener), Dearborn Heights, 
Woodhaven, Brownstown and 
Taylor. 

It was a trip lasting only 24 
hours, during which time the 
group met with government 
officials and members of the 
Army Corp. of Engineers. Most 
were interested in the “Super¬ 
sewer” plan currently ripping 
up sections of the Downriver 
area, but McAnally wanted in¬ 
put on the city’s drainage 
problem. 

“I feel the meetings were 
very good,” said the mayor, 


“and I came away feeling very 
encouraged. 

“the last plan proposed to us 
would have benefited only the 
north end of town, but that was 
unacceptable. What we’re 
working towards now will help 
the entire city,” said McAnally, 
citing past “territorial” feel¬ 
ings that split the town and will 
hopefully “stay buried.” 

The run-off from the airport 
runways often leaves Romulus 
in a flooded state even after 
mediocre rainstorms. 

And McAnally also feels that 
quite possibly, the flooding is 
one of the reasons the city 
serems to have trouble bring¬ 
ing in new businesses. 

“Who’s to say what the mag¬ 
net will be to attract economic 
developers to Romulus?” McA¬ 
nally stated, adding that “this 
is definitely a step in the right 
direction.” 

According ot the mayor, city 
officials will be meeting with 
representatives from the Ai my 
Engineering Corp next week, 
when they will visit the city “to 
go over the problems better 
and take a look around 
Romulus.” 

Whatever action is eventually 
taken, said McAnally, will have 
to take neighboring communi¬ 
ties into consideration as well, 
because “our concerns are cer¬ 
tainly local, but we have re¬ 
gional responsibility too.” 

“I feel very good about ev¬ 
erything,” said McAnally, 
“particularly the fact that they 
(government officials) got back 
to us so quickly — that is very 
encouraging. We’re moving 
right along.”

To many, Earth Day is 
something equated with hip¬ 
pies smoking dope, anti-war 
demonstrators carrying signs 
proclaiming “out of Nam, 
now!,” and self-styled clean- 
air “freaks” protesting at the 
gates of Ford Motor Co. 

To those with less narrow 
minds. Earth Day is a time for 
celebrating the environment 
and clinging wholeheartedly 
to what’s left of it. 

That’s what happened 
Saturday, May 5. Earth Day, 
1984. 

Approximately 75 auto¬ 
mobiles carrying 150 citizens 
took part in a demonstration 
against landfills — particular¬ 
ly toxic ones — that began in 
Van Buren, about 6 p.m., 
travelled through parts of Bel¬ 


leville and Romulus before 
coming to an end at 1-275 and 
Will Carlton Road in Huron 
Township an hour later. 

There, a wooden casket was 
set on a tree stump and a mock 
funeral procession held 
directly across the road from 
the proposed site of a toxic 
landfill. While enroute, the 
cars — including a hearse — 
passed by the Van Buren 
dump, owned by Wayne Dis¬ 
posal. 

According to Georgia 
Gramlich, a Belleville resi¬ 
dent and member of the group 
sponsoring the demonstra¬ 
tion, the Southern Michigan 
Environmental Alliance, it 
was all done “to make a point, 
to make people stand up and 
take notice of what’s going 
on. 

“We have to fight the toxic 
landfills, keep them from 


coming in and destroying the 
earth and us along with it,” 
Gramlich said. 

Others in the crowd of 
approximately 150 — nearly 
all from Van Buren, Romulus, 
Belleville and Huron 
Township — felt the same 
way, as evidenced by their 
attendance, Present, among 
others, were Huron board 
member Christine Gamber, 
Vicki Lyons, president of the 
Huron Valey Citizens Associa¬ 
tion, and Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner Milton Mack, his 
young son riding on his shoul¬ 
ders. 

A eulogy was read to the 
crowd by Sarah Privatera, 
which was followed by Lee 
Bobcean (of Bobcean Funeral 
Home, who naturally pro¬ 
vided the casket), reading an 
Aug. 11,1983, article by syndi¬ 
cated columnist Art Buchald 


titled “Mother Nature is dying 
on the poisons we feed her.” 

It consists of a dialogue be¬ 
tween doctors and a dying pa¬ 
tient, Mother Nature, and the 
reading brought tears to the 
eyes of many of the young chil¬ 
dren holding candles scat¬ 
tered in the crowd. 

Afterwards, a moment of si¬ 
lence, a recitation of The 
Lord’s Prayer, and sing- 
alongs of ‘‘America the 
Beautiful” and Woody 
Guthrie’s “This Land Is Your 
Land” preceded the lighting 
of the casket. 

According to Privaters, the 
burning of the casket not only 
symbolized the “death of 
Mother Nature,” but also 
"that there are other, better 
ways of getting rid of waste 
than putting it in the ground, 
like incineration.”

Station attendant robbed 


An armed robber escaped with 
an undisclosed amount of money 
after surprising an attendant at 
the Speedway service station lo¬ 
cated at Wayne and Van Born 
last weekend. 

According to Detective Lt. 
Kenneth Kraus of the Romulus 
Police Department, the 37-year- 
old employee was leaving the 
station at 11 a.m. Saturday with 


the days receipts, and was on his 
way to deposit them at the bank 
when, as he got in his car, a black 
male holding a blue-steel revol¬ 
ver “appeared out of nowhere” 
and told him to “give me the 
money or I’ll shoot.” 

After grabbing the bag from 
the startled attendant, the thief 
demanded the man lie down on 
the floor of his car, lest he be 


shot. He naturally complied. 

The robber is described as 
being a black male in his early 
20’s, approximately 6 ft. tall with 
short black hair and a dark com¬ 
plexion.

“It’s not like anything you’d 
expect to happen, you know ? ’ ’ 
said Mickey last week, his 
voice still rising with the sur¬ 
prise of it all. “But my Ma 
sure likes the certificate.” 

The student had stumbled 
upon an Air Force weather 
balloon, one of hundreds re¬ 
leased each year to aid flight

search. 

The metal box, actually a 
microprocessor, was released 
over Wisconsin last Noveme- 
ber. Resembling a small 
radio, the device records 
weather patterns based on 
storm frequency. 

The weather balloons prove 
especially important in chart¬ 
ing outer space exploration.

Opposition 

Faust takes stand 
on Huron landfill 


In a letter to members of the 
Wayne County Solid Waste 
Management Planning Com¬ 
mission. Senate Democratic 
Leader William Faust (D- 
Westland) last week reaffirmed 
his opposition to the siting of a 
Type II sanitary landfill in 
Huron Township near Sibley 
Road and 1-275. 

“Foremost among my objec¬ 
tions is the proximity of this 
site to the Detroit Metropolitan 
Wayne County Airport,” Faust 
said. “The proposed landfill is 
located directly under Runway 
3L centerline extended, and in 
fact the landfill site is within 
9,400 feet of a proposed exten¬ 
sion of Runway 3L.” 

“The proposed landfill will 
attract a large number and 
variety of birds seeking food.” 
Faust continued. “The risk of 
birds striking aircraft in their 
normal take-off and landing 
patterns will be greatly in¬ 
creased if a landfill is allowed 
to operate at the Sibley Road/ 
1-275 location.” 

The landfill is being proposed 
by the Lyon Development Com¬ 
pany, a division of Browning 
Ferris Industries. Recognizing 
the nuisances and hazards cre¬ 
ated by birds feeding at landfill 
sites, Browning Ferris Indus¬ 
tries commissioned a study of 
an experimental wire grid sys¬ 
tem designed to reduce birds’ 
usage of landfills. 

“The wire system reduced, 
but did not eliminate use of the 
landfill by gulls and crows, 
plus there were no reductions 
in populations of other birds 
species,” Faust said. “Large 


hawks may be drawn to a land¬ 
fill by an abundance of rodents, 
while flocks of starlings and 
grackles can pose hazards.” 

One experiment, conducted 
at a Niagara Falls landfill site, 
proved an increase in the 
quantity of solid wastes in¬ 
volved — particularly the orga¬ 
nic garbage portion — will in¬ 
crease the number of birds at 
landfills even with the wire sys¬ 
tem deterrent. 

“Wire systems cannot elimin¬ 
ate the risk of birds colliding 
with aircraft, and we cannot 
risk a catastrophe by locating 
sanitary landfills directly be¬ 
neath the flight patterns of ma¬ 
jor commercial aircraft,’’ 
Faust concluded. 

Faust added he has addition¬ 
al concerns with the siting of 
the proposed landfill because 
Huron Township is an area 
with a very high water table. 

“I would be remiss if I did 
not call your attention to the 
potential hazards a landfill 
could have upon our ground 
water supply,” Faust said, 
“this proposed landfill jeopar¬ 
dizes the water sources utilized 
by many homeowners, farmers 
and a large portion of our Met¬ 
ro Park system.” 

Faust has introduced Senate 
Bill 712, which would prohibit 
after Oct. 1, 1984 construction 
of a sanitary landfill within 
10,000 feet of a proposed airport 
runway extension. SB 712 is 
presently being studied by the 
Senate Natural Resources and 
Environmental Affairs Com¬ 
mittee.

sion of Spain in approximately 711 A.D. The Moors brought 
with them their desert-bred Barb horses and crossed them with 
the native agile Iberian horses in an effort to produce a breed 
that combined the finest points of the two. The Moors were well 
known to be the most patient and critical horse breeders of 
their time. 

The horse that they bred was very powerful and muscular, 
with a long sloping shoulder, a wide chest, a deep heart, a 
strong back, an elegant, well-crested neck with a natural arch, 
silky, lush mane and tail, and extremely sturdy legs. The 
Moors trained their Andalusians in the art of war called La- 
Jineta, which existed for about 5,000 years and was for forerun¬ 
ner of mdern dressage. 

The Andalusian carried itself with such style and presence 
that it was much sought after by kings and rulers all over the 
world and became the premier warhorse of Europe and used in 
all of Spain’s successful conquests. 

When Spain began to colonize the new world, the coveted 
Andalusian was introduced in the Americas. The Andalusian is 
the foundation sire for such breeds as the Quarter Horse, Appa- 
loosa, Morgan, American Saddlebred. Pinto, Peruvian Paso 
and Paso Fino, Hackney, Cleveland Bay and Lippizan. 

Tragically, in Europe, a plague followed by famine nearly 
pushed the breed into oblivion, and became all but extinct ex¬ 
cept in Spain and Portugal. The breed survived and was kept 
pure by the far-sighted efforts of the Carthusian monks, a few 
old landed families, and, in this century, to a large extent by 
the efforts of the Spanish cavalry. 

Wiltsie and Little own and operate Granada Farm in Canton, 
and possess one of only five Andalusians in Michigan. Several 
crosses will be born this spring which are registered as part- 
bred Andalusians.

Hospital must stay open 


• • 


At first glance it appears that Wayne County 
Executive William Lucas has sent county com¬ 
missioners on a “mission impossible.” In an ex¬ 
ecutive order presented to the commissioners 
last week, Lucas has ordered the commissioners 
to find $17 million to keep Wayne County Gener¬ 
al Hospital open. If the commissioners fail, the 
hospital will close May 31. 

The figure represents the deficit the hospital 
runs up annually to help the indigent. 

Wayne County Hospital has been given several 
stays of execution, but this time Lucas says he is 
going to close the doors to the hospital if the 
funds aren’t found to operate the Westland facil¬ 
ity. He means business. And, as Commissioner 
Milton Mack points out, “This is Lucas’s boldest 
move.” 

Understandably, a business that operates in a 
deficit each year can’t long endure. Lucas is 
charged by the county charter to balance the 
budget and eliminate the deficits where and 
whenever they are found. He has placed the hos¬ 
pital on the market and, though there have been 


overtures to purchase the hospital, nothing has 
materialized. 

Now the showdown. 

Can the commissioners come up with the 
funds to keep the hospital going? We believe 
they not only can but have a responsibility to do 
so. 

In a county budget of $350 million, there is al¬ 
ways some “fat”. Get rid of it. 

Commissioner Mack also points out that there 
are more than $6 million in receivables the hos¬ 
pital has carried on its books. If that money is 
collectable, it should be done so immediately. A 
plan to “streamline” the hospital’s administra¬ 
tion is also one that should come off the drawing 
boards and become a reality. 

Instead of Mr. Lucas and the commissioners 
continuing their daily “tug-of-war”, we believe 
it’s time that they start pulling together. Much 
would be accomplished. 

Like keeping Wayne County General Hospital 
open to those who need medical attention but 
can’t afford it. 


Citizens commended 


Local citizens’ groups, no matter how small in 
number, can have an impact on the governmental 
decision-making process if they are willing to pay 
the price in two areas — time and energy. 

The Wayne Citizens Pool Committee, a handful 
ol residents interested in the construction of a 
municipal swimming pool, has expended the time 
and energy necessary for success. Working in 
conjunction with the Wayne City Council and city 
administration, the committee has taken a posi¬ 
tive approach to a negative situation, specifically 
an unsafe community pool that has been closed 
since 1982. 

Last week the committee was rewarded for its 
efforts as a scientific study conducted by students 
and staff at Eastern Michigan University re¬ 
vealed that residents of Wayne support the build¬ 
ing of an outdoor pool next to the Community Cen¬ 
ter. The survey confirmed what committee mem¬ 
bers had expected: Wayne taxpayers for the most 
part want a municipally-owned pool and are will¬ 
ing to pay for this type of service. 

This survey became a reality following numer¬ 
ous meetings and cost studies prompted by a 


band of involved citizens. Enough enthusiasm was 
generated for the project to prompt the council to 
fund the study as a means of monitoring public 
sentiment. 

Of course, surveys don’t approve million dollar 
issues. Voters do. 

For this reason it is critical that the committee 
remain involved in researching the various op¬ 
tions available in pools and their relative costs. 
The issue appears headed for resolution through a 
ballot proposal and its ultimate fate may rest in 
the hands of concerned citizens. 

With a Citizens Committee spearheading the 
project, the prospects of a new pool being built in 
Wayne are enhanced. We hope that the survey re¬ 
sults will prompt the committee to remain active 
and continue the positive momentum created to 
date. 

We also hope that more residents join the band¬ 
wagon and participate in the committee’s future 
endeavors. The Wayne Citizens Pool Committee 
meets at 7:30 p.m. on the fourth Tuesday of the 
month at the Community Center. 


Winds of 'War’ 

We complain about them, insult them, 
demean them, accuse them and attempt to 
recall them, and yet they still step for¬ 
ward to serve. 

Why do they do it? Why would anyone 
subject himself or herself to the rigors of 
politics? Why would anybody want to be a 
politician (politician herein defined as a 
person elected to a public office)? 

Why do they do it? Soon the political 
winds will begin to blow once again with 
gale force. Newspapers and airwaves will 
be filled with political rhetoric. Perhaps 
now it would be appropriate for all of us to 
pause and thank those dedicated public 
servants who do risk it all to venture forth 
and serve. Few whish to chance the agony of 
defeat. How many would leave their chosen 
profession or business pursuits “on hold” to 
work through the political system for the 
betterment of all. 

Subjecting oneself to the slings and 
arrows of constituents who refuse to be 
satisfied, living with campaign promises 
that turn into weapons of the opposition — 
it doesn't appeal to many as a career 
these days. 

But a few continue to do it. Why? I sup¬ 
pose the reasons differ dramtically, de¬ 
pending on the post in question. Let’s face 
it, a U.S. Senator has a different level of 
commitment than that of a Wayne city 
councilman. 

Seeking public office, has often proven 
to be, at least short term, one of the 
world’s worst financial investments. If one 
is unable or disinclined to solicit funds 
from others for campaign expenses and 
relies on their own funds, even victory can 
defeat the budget. A loss at the polls can 
devastate the candidate’s finances. 

Special interest groups exert incredible 
pressure on our political hopefuls with 
their union contributions, political action 
committee funds and corporate interest 
campaign funds. How does one accept this 



financial support and later say no to de¬ 
mands for “special consideration” — 
whether the request is subtle or blunt? 

And the “little guy”? He, it seems, often 
doesn’t even care enough to go to the polls 
to vote, let alone to contribute to cam¬ 
paign efforts of a qualified candidate who 
deserves his support. 

Yes, there are the “crooks”. Yes, there 
are those who promise everything and de¬ 
liver nothing. Yes, there are those who 
bear distain for the very process by which 
they are elected — those who make their 
own rules regardless of what the city char¬ 
ter, the Constitution or the welfare of their 
constituents dictates. 

Some take pride in telling the public as 
little as possible about council proceed¬ 
ings, attemtping to not even publish mi¬ 
nutes for public scutiny. they attempt at 
every turn to synopsize and censor the 
official records of meetings, eliminating 
discussions, comments or issues that 
make the resulting accounts of the meet¬ 
ing uniteligable to readers. 

Some boast of spending no money on 
their campaigns, as though revealing their 
beliefs and credentials were a matter to 
be kept from the voters. They act as 
though their accomplishments and experi¬ 
ence might be a matter of shame rather 
than pride. They would, perhaps, prefer a 
Russian style election, where the outcome 
is known before the polling even begins. 

Most, however, take pride in themselves 
and in their convictions and they cam¬ 
paign proudly, attemtping to win. To those 
who risk, who campaign, who serve and 
have served in the past with distinction — 
thank you. 

And now, as they say at the Olympics, 
let the games begin ..

Few issues provoke such emo¬ 
tion as does the location of foster 
care homes for the mentally re¬ 
tarded in suburban neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Since 1972 the state depart¬ 
ments of Social Services and 
Mental Health have im¬ 
plemented a policy of moving the 
mentally retarded out of large in¬ 
stitutions and into community 
surroundings. A worthwhile pro¬ 
ject but one destined to run into 
roadblocks. 

Implementation of the law has 
angered residents and, in the 
process, local governmental un¬ 
its. In many cases the attitude 
among homeowners has been 
predictable ... they support the 
concept of moving the retarded 
into the mainstream of society 
but not in THEIR neighborhood. 
Property values will decrease, 
the homeowners maintain, and 
they have no say in the decision. 

Lack of supervision at the 
homes, they further declare, 
could lead to an unfortunate 
situation involving their children 
in the future. 

All of the complaints have been 
predictable. The only valid cri¬ 
ticisms, however, involve the 
lack of control given to local gov¬ 
ernments in overseeing the pro¬ 
cess by which these retarded 
persons are located in communi¬ 
ties. 

The 1979 Adult Foster Care 
Facility Licensing Act has ren¬ 
dered local officials totally help¬ 
less in the site selection of the 
foster facilities. What we have 
then, is not a democratic 
approach but rather a Big 
Brother mandate. 

Figuring that the end justifies 
the means, lawmakers have de¬ 
cided to forsake local input to 
facilitate a quick transition 
period. That attitude has been 
successful to a degree since the 
laws have enabled the Mental 
Health Department to reduce the 


population of its hospitals from 
some 12,000 in 1970 to approx¬ 
imately 2,600 today. 

As far as the rights of homeow¬ 
ners are concerned, the state 
lawmakers conveniently took 
care of that issue by legally de¬ 
claring that people “in need of 
community residential care 
shall not be excluded by zoning 
laws from the benefits of normal, 
residential surroundings.” 

Instead of implementing a 
policy based on cooperation, 
state officials have bypassed any 
possible compromise, opting for 
unilateral demand instead. The 
results of that approach also 
have been predictable. 

The number of group homes 
are saturated in some communi¬ 
ties; almost non-existant in 
others. Local communities have 
challenged the laws in the courts 
with the state Supreme Court ex¬ 
pected to rule this month. Offi¬ 
cials and residents have been left 


with the feeling that their opin¬ 
ions are unwanted. 

Is there a lesson to be learned 
in the midst of court battles, peti- 
tion drives, name calling, 
threats and the like? 

Most definitely. State lawmak¬ 
ers must enact legislation that 
takes into account the input of 
those affected by the legislation. 
State agencies and local govern- 
ments could have worked 
together to locate the mentally 
retarded into neighborhoods and 
in the case of disputes, a system 
of arbitration could have been 
established. 

The adult foster care program 
has benefitted the mentally re¬ 
tarded. No question. And the in¬ 
pact on the lives of retarded indi¬ 
viduals cannot be underplayed. 

However, the same results 
could have been achieved with 
less feuding and more considera¬ 
tion. Nobody likes Big Brother. 
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Struggle in Wayne 

To the Editor: 

I am the Chairman for the 
Metro Wayne Democratic 
Club’s food box. And I am writ¬ 
ing this letter to you about a 
very sweet old couple, who be¬ 
cause of circumstances beyond 
their control, are having a very 
rough time. I feel this story is 
so heart-breaking that it needs 
something done about it. By 
calling your attention to this 
matter I feel in some small 
way I am helping. 

Mr. and Mrs. Canny have 
been married for 50 plus years 
and they are in their 80’s. It 
might be interesting to note 
that Mr. Canny was a reporter 
for the Detroit Times, and he 
was also Editor for the United 
Press. 

I met them when Mrs. Canny 
called in need of food, ever 
since then I have delivered 
food to them every month. I 
have become very fond of them 
both. A few years ago Mr. Can¬ 
ny was struck down by a motor 
vehicle and both of his legs had 
to be totally amputated. He has 
since then acquired cancer and 
has become blind. 

Reaganomics has stopped his 
Medicare and Medicaid and he 
and his wife receive “only” 
$508 monthly plus $10 in food 
stamps. Because of these cuts. 
Mr. Canny is not getting the 
medical attention he so desper¬ 
ately needs. 

Mr. Canny is supposed t<rt>e. 
seen by two doctors twice 
monthly, but he can no longer 
see them because of cost, 
which totals $200 a month. His 
medicine and personal needs, 
due to his amputation, cost be¬ 
tween $200-$300 monthly. 

On top of this, rent has to be 
' paid and food has to be bought. 
Also Mrs. Canny has to pay a 
visiting nurse to change the 
bandages on Mr. Canny 3 times 
a week. It is impossible for 
Mrs. Canny to keep all this up, 
without some kind of help. 

Mrs. Canny went to Medicare 
and Medicaid, to try and get 
her husband reinstated; they 
turned her down. Their state¬ 
ment to her was “wheel your 
husband into a nursing home, 
walk away, and don't look 
back.” After being married for 
as long as this loving old couple 
has, how could anyone in their 
right mind suggest doing some¬ 
thing as cruel and inhuman as 
that? 

I would also like to note that 
it makes me very angry that 
we have such heartless morons 
in our government offices, 
advising people in need, of 
their rights. I feel Mrs. Canny 
has the right to keep her hus¬ 
band at home with her. She 
loves him very much and could 
not tolerate him being put in a 
nursing home. 

How can we allow people that 
we choose to be our leaders, be 
so cold as to not help deserving 
people such as the Canny cou¬ 
ple and many others like them? 
None of us knows how or when 
some sort of illness or accident 
might strick us down, and put 
us in the same boat as the Can¬ 
ny's. Then the government 
comes along and pulls the plug, 
to let all the water come in and 
drown us. 

Reaganomics cut 200,000 dis¬ 
abled recipients. It cost these 
disabled people the expence of 
hiring a lawyer, at 25 percent 
of their unpaid Social Security. 
This cost each member approx¬ 
imately 3,000. 

Mr. Zwiller was one of these 
persons. His lawyer told him 
that President Reagan tried to 
persuade the judge to make a 
negative decision, regardless of 
circumstances or conditions of 
said person. 

When needy people are de¬ 
nied the things in which they 
really need, something has to 
be done. Our disabled and 
senior citizens have to be consi¬ 
dered. Somebody has to look 
out for them.

While they represent diffe¬ 
rent nationalities, the three 
women share many things in 
common. They are well edu¬ 
cated, hard working, and ac¬ 
tive in community affairs. 

And they are mothers. 

Although she’s only lived in 
Belleville four years, Rehana 
Ali considers herself a “long¬ 
time Belleville resident — pra- 
tically.” 

Her husband Dr. Mahammed 
Ali is the medical director of 
the Belleville Medical Clinic.

Mother’s Day isn’t celebrated 
in India. 

“At home, no one’s heard of 
it,” she said. “But then most 
families live together, the 
grandparents, parents, chil¬ 
dren. We celebrate just be 
being with our families.” 

In the U.S., Ali says, her 
family will quietly celebrate 
Mom's special day. “They do 
bring me flowers,” she noted. 

Ali may receive a bouquet 
from her husband, as well as 
the junior members of the 
family. While her marriage 
was arranged by her parents — 
a still common custom in India 
— the couple did meet several 
times before the wedding cere¬ 
mony. 

“It’s a good thing we liked 
each other,” she said. “We’ve 
been married 17 years.”

An economist, Kapitan se¬ 
cured a position with General 
Motors after first studying En¬ 
glish in Ann Arbor. Martha 
Kapitan taught herself English, 
in part by watching soap 
operas. 

“I am probably the biggest 
American patriot this side of 
the Mississippi,” Martha Kapi-

tan emphasized. “I am very 
patriotic American.” 

She has taught science at the 
junior high level, and has been 
active on many parent commit¬ 
tees to aid the schools. 

“Education is very impor¬ 
tant,” she said. 

So, in a different way, is 
Mother’s Day. 


“When I was a little child, we 
celebrated Mother’s Day in 
school,’’ she recalled. “We 
made hearts for Mother. Under 
communism though, they drop¬ 
ped the celebration. There is an 
International Women’s Day on 
March 8, that is all.”

Kapitan family will probably 
present Mom with long¬ 
stemmed roses.

‘‘I am lucky. My family 
makes breakfast for me lots of 
times in the year, not just 
Mother’s Day,” she noted 
appreciately. 

Mother’s Day is celebrated in 
the Netherlands but with much 
less sound and fury than in the 
U.S. 

That’s the message from 
Tina LePandu, a Belleville 
mother of three who has lived 
in the area for six years. 
LePandu grew up in South Afri¬ 
ca and the Netherlands, mak¬ 
ing the ‘‘great move” to the 
United States with her parents 
when she was 19. 

‘‘This is still viewed as the 
land of opportunity,” said 
LePendu. “My family wanted 
to come where there was more 
room and open space. The 
Netherlands is small and 
crowded.” 

Apart from providing tender 
loving care to Adrian, 4, Ivan, 
8, and Lisa, 10, LePandu has 
found plenty of outside activi¬ 
ties to occupy her time.

‘Children’ recall early years with their mother

Mothers hold a special 
place in the hearts of their chil¬ 
dren, but special may not quite 
be enough to describe the love 
and devotion Frank Moore and 
Jo Benedict feel for their Moms. 

Concetta Moore DiBenedetto 
has seen and experienced a lot in 
her 89 years of life, A native of 
Cellara, Cosenzo, Italy, she was, 
as her oldest son describes it, a 
“picture bride.” 

According to Moore, his father 
was working in Canada, when he 
saw a photograph of Concetta, 
daughter of a blacksmith. He 
mentioned how pretty she was. 
that was enough for Moore’s 
aunts, who felt their brother 
needed to be married. They 
made the arrangements, had the 
young woman married in Italy 
and brought her over to Canada, 
where she met her husband for 
the first time when she stepped 
off the train. 

Life in the Moore house was 
old-fashioned, with the then Mrs. 
Moore taking care of the home 
and raising the family. Un- 
knowning of the way of life in the 
United States, she brought with 
her the traditions of her home¬ 
land. 

If a neighbor was not seen for 
several days, she made certain 
to take a pound of sugar or some 
oranges to their home to inquire 
about their health as was the 
custom in Italy. 

While growing up, the Moore 
family lived in an Italian neigh¬ 
borhood in Highland Park, a 
neighborhood where the women 
talked among themselves during 
the day and made certain they 
were home before their hus¬ 
bands arrived from work. 

“Dad always showed affection 
to his wife and the children.” 
Moore said, “but Mom. she’d al¬ 
ways make a plain white cake for 
us, if we did something good, and 
always made sure we were neat¬ 
ly dressed when we went to 
school.” 

The peace and tranquility of 
the Moore household was not 
long lasting. In May 1930, 
Moore’s father was electrocuted 
in an industrial accident. A 
widow with five children, she 
turned to her oldest son. Frank, a 
16-year-old attending Highland 
Park High School. 

His education ended the next 
day, when he quit school and 
went to work at the Packard 
Motor Car Company. 

“My mother was illiterate, so 
she couldn’t go to work/’ Moore 
explained. “We had very little in-

surance or compensation for my 
father’s death.” 

It was the depth of the Depress¬ 
ion, and for one week the Moore 
family was forced to go on wel¬ 
fare, until Frank was put to work 
cleaning alleys in Highland 
Park. 

For two years he was the 
breadwinner for the family, and 
his mother treated him as she 
would have his father. She made 
certain he got the best sandwich 
or banana for lunch or asked if he 
wanted some pie. 

‘ ‘We may have fallen behind on 
the rent and gas and electric 
bills, but Mom always made sure 
there was enough food,” Moore 
noted. “She was that way.” 

Eventually, Moore’s sister 
Rose found a job as a housekeep¬ 
er, which helped the financially 
strapped family. And s‘o it would 
be that none of her five children 
would never complete high 
school. 

“She cried every day,” Moore 
said. “I was 16years oid and like 
a married man, but I loved her so 
much that I supported her and 
my sisters and brother. I gave 
her my paycheck every week un¬ 
til I got married, that’s when she 
remarried ... to keep the family 
together.” 

Concetta Moore DiBenetto is a 
widow again, but at age 89 she 
never needs to wonder where she 
will live. In fact, her children 
argue among themselves as to 
whose home she will stay at next. 
An independent woman, who 
raised her children to be polite, 
even where to live in old age was 
a difficult decision. 

“She never wanted to live off 
anybody,” Mopore noted. “She 
didn't even want to live with us. 
She’s the nicest lady and one of 
the fortunate ones. She'll never 
end up in a nursing home .. 
never. . 

“I have a big family and I love 
it. I’d never move to some place 
like Arizona. I'm having too 
much fun here.” 

When Jo Benedict speaks of 
her mother, tears come to her 
eyes. She had a lot of love and 
was caring and understanding. 

“We knew as children that we 
could go to our parents with any 
problem, that they would sit 
down and listen to us no matter 
what it was,” she explained. 
“She taught us that each person 
was important, no matter who 
they were or what their handicap 
was.”, 

Cecilia Mahoney was born in 
Ovid, Michigan, and spent much 
of her life in northern Michigan.

a fighter, and later became a 
policeman, working in Flint and 
Dearborn. She didn’t get out 
much, so when her husband took 
her out it was some place special, 
like for a show and dinner. 

Benedict is uncertain how her 
mother managed, not only was 
her home and children spotless, 
she also managed to care for her 
mother and brothers. 

“She loved life, and she gave 
me the courage and strength to 
keep going when I had my ner¬ 
vous breakdown,” Benedict

said. 

The last 10 years of her life was 
spent with her daughter. The last 
three she grew weaker, and 
realizing her death was near, she 
made plans for her funeral, the 
wake and the dinner and paid for 
everything. After she had com¬ 
pleted her plans, she went home 
to her daughter, took her hand 
and quietly died, that was April 
4, 1981. 

“She was so good, she never 
complained,” Benedict re¬ 
counted tearfully. “It’s like she’s

There are 25 years of memories ... 
Like the year it rained so hard 
they the golfers saw their golf balls 
float into the cups ... and sink. 

Or the year that the more than 150 
golfers became so impatient with 
tournament manager Rog Turner 
who overslept and forgot that he had 
the tee off times with him. 

There were great moments — A1 
Whited winning three titles during 
the mid-sixties U966-67-68) and Tom 
Piscopink duplicating the feat 10 
years later. 

The City Golf Championships, 
sponsored by local parks and recrea¬ 
tion departments and the Associated 
Newspapers, will mark its Silver 
Anniversary this year. And, in July, 
at Dun Rovin golf course, the 
anniversary will bring together 
some of the former champs and 
more than 150 hopefuls. 

“We plan to make this year’s 
tournament a memorable one,” said 
tournament manager Bill Hawley 
who has taken part in at least 20 of 
the 25 tournaments. ‘We will have a 
commemorative tournament patch 
for all those who take part and also 
plan to award prizes this year.”

(1980), Matt Wiley (1981), and Kevin 
Ryan (1983) to play in the Silver 
Anniversary tournament. 

(For some strange reason, some¬ 
one has lifted the “morgue” for the 
years 1970 and 1973 so we don’t know 
who won the championships for those 
years. If you know who won the titles 
please telephone 729-4000). 

Amateur golfers from Romulus, 
Wayne, Westland. Inkster and Can¬ 
ton Township are invited to compete 
in this summer classic. There is a 
$30 entry fee for the two-day event 
that will be staged the weekend of 
July 21-22 at the golf course, located 
on Haggerty Road between 5 and 6 
Mile roads. 

As in the past the golfers will be 
competing for the city titles and the 
right to represent their respective 
cities at the annual parks and re¬ 
creation department’s state tourna¬ 
ment.

From the first pitch in Ypsi- 
lanti on Monday to the last 
pitch in Woodhaven on Satur¬ 
day, the Rockets of Westland 
John Glenn went on a six-game 
rampage scoring 90 runs and 
improving their record to 9-2.

This time, it was right fielder

day. The Rockets batted 
around twice, in the third and 
fifth innings, to put the game 
away. In the third, they scored 
four runs as Billings singled, 
Brad Martin doubled for one 
run, and following a pair of 
walks to load the bases, second 
sacker Dave Jensen tallied two 
with a wrong-field single. 

The fifth inning featured 
back-to-back triples by Billings 
and Glenn Belcher. All but one 
Rocket knocked in runs on the 
afternoon, and that player, Bill 
Perdue, kept himself busy by 
reaching base three times and 
scoring each time. 

Perhaps the highlight of the 
game, if not the week, came in 
the Rockets’ sixth inning when 
Belcher belted a two-run hom¬ 
er, his first of the campaign.

Tim McCormick and Eric Turner, co-captains of the Michigan 
Wolverines basketball team, announced over the weekend they 
were skipping their final year of eligibility in order to turn pro. 

For McCormick, the decision was a good one; not so for Tur¬ 
ner.

Rising like a giant igloo, the new $300,000 concrete salt storage dome, jointly financed by the 
Michigan Department of Transportation and the Wayne County Road Commission will soon house 
some 10,000 tons of salt ready for next winter’s icy blasts. Protecting salt from the elements, the 
dome will also comply with the latest and more stringent EPA regulations that have gained national 
attention in recent years.

Igloo guards winter ‘must’ 


No, the ice age has not come 
to Wayne County, although the 
past winter months may have 
made some of us think it had. 

But it’s understandable if 
motorists zooming by on 1-75 in 
Browntown Township think 
that a large family of Eskimos 
from the frozen North have 
constructed the 40-foot high 
“skyscraper of igloos” at Sib¬ 
ley Road and 1-75. 

The •igloo” is really a new 
cement salt dome, constructed 
jointly by the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
(MDOT) and the Wayne County 
Road Commission (WCRC). 

Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas noted that while the 
$300,000 cost (split between 
the two agencies) is expen¬ 
sive, the alternative is to 
violate stringent Enviromental 
Protection Agency (EPA) re¬ 
quirements regarding salt 
storage. 

“We have begun a 15-year 
program in conjunction with 
MDOT to provide covered, or 
protected, salt storage facili¬ 
ties, which are used to keep our 
county and state roads snow 
and ice-free during the win¬ 
ter,” Lucas said.

UWM meeting 


The recently completed 
“igloo” is the first concrete 
salt storage dome capable of 
holding 10,000 tons in Wayne 
County. There are many smal¬ 
ler structures, including sever¬ 
al wooden “domes” and other 
storage buildings scattered 
throughout Wayne County 
which currently has 18 salt 
pile locations. 

Assistant Maintenance En¬ 
gineer Bob Mahoney of the 
Road Commission said a 
second concrete dome is slated 
for construction soon at the 
county’s Norton Yard, on Inks¬ 
ter between Plymouth and 
Schoolcraft. 

“We have always stored salt 
on concerete-asphalt pads to 
prevent runoff, including stor¬ 
age under the high-rise 1-75 
bridge over the Rouge River 
and a similar storage bin under 
1-94 at Dequindre,” Mahoney 
said. 

He noted that in this past 


winter salt usage in Wayne 
County exceeded 132,000 tons 
considerably higher than a 
“typical” winter when between 
85.000 and 100,000 tons of salt is 
used. 

“It was a very long, hard 
winter, and we used a lot of 
salt. Fortunately, we had a 
good stockpile left from last 
year, a very mild winter, when 
we used maybe half the normal 
tonnage,” Mahoney noted. 

At an average of $15 to $17 
dollars per ton, depending on 
point of delivery, the cost for 
this year’s salt would have ex¬ 
ceeded $2 million, had not 
approximately 50,000 tons been 
stockpiled from the previous 
“mild” winter.
